as an eight round bout to a finish 
between Jack Kelley of Sulphur and 
Sailor Lewi~, of the Dubinsky Bros, 
show. 
Take it for a1! in all the evening’s 
entertainnu rn: was one of immense 
pleasure. 
A crowd of probably 300 
men was pr sent to see the excite­ 
ment 
and 
the 
enthusiasm 
and 
laughter for si while surpassed that 
of the most exciting baseball game. 
Each man had his favorite in the 
contests and he did not fail to say 
so. 
The 
boxing 
match 
staged 
by 
the Legion boys is one long to he 
remembered by the sport lovers of 
the community. 
When the hat was 
passed to raise funds to defray the 
expenses of the meeting about $125 
was quickly raised. 
The first number on the program 
was 
a 
four 
round 
bout 
between 
“ Curly” 
Sturrill, 
local 
boxer and 
wrestler, and 
Frisco Vernon, star 
athlete 
of 
East 
Central 
Normal 
school. 
This bout was not to a 
finish but it was so full of excite­ 
ment 
that when it was over all 
present were glad they came to the 
show and each felt that he had had 


his money’s worth if nothing else 
had been put on. 
Sturrill and Ver­ 
non did some fine boxing and each 
showed that they knew the game in 
every particular. 
The great comedy event of the 
evening was the free-for-all fight 
between some o f the inhabitants of 
the flat in Ada. 
It wa3 announced 
that all the colored boys who cared 
to do so could enter this contest and 
six men besides Snow Cole respond­ 
ed.

One by one these brave heroes fell 
until finally the contest dwindled 
down to two small men. 
They were 
about evenly matched and the on­ 
lookers cheered while one of the 
men finally 
ousted 
his last com­ 
petitor and 
took 
the prize. It 
is 
worth the price of admission to see 
only two negroes in a mad scramble 
but when seven of them go into 
the ring at the same time you get 
your money’s worth over and over 
again. 
The last event of the evening was 
the serious 
eight round 
fight 
to 
a finish bout between the two semi­ 
professionals. Jack 
Kelley of Sul­ 
phur is the man who knocked out 
the two men traveling with the car­ 
nival company in Ada two weeks 
ago. 
He has gained quite a repu­ 
tation among the local lovers of the 
boxing game and when it was an­ 
nounced he would perform for the 
American Legion last night there 
was no difficulty in getting an aud­ 
ience.

W ashington, D. C., May 15, 1920. 
Ada News, 
Ada, Okla. 
My dear friends: 
I promised you that at the close 
of the first week I would write you 
a letter, so I am proceeding to keep 
th a t promise. 
We arrived here Monday after­ 
noon at 2:4 5, after having passed 
tfcrn 
f the most beautiful sec­ 
tions of the country. We came over 
th e B. & O. Railroad from St. Louis 
and after leaving Grafton, W. Va., 
we struck the Alleghany mountains 
and the scenery was very beautiful. 
The m ountains 
stood 
out 
yonder 
so majestically gigantic, we could 
not refrain from saying with 
the 
Psalm ist “The earth is full of the 
glory of the Lord.” 
We followed the magnificent Po­ 
tom ac river for several hours and I 
think it compares favorably with the 
beautiful French Broad in East Ten­ 
nessee and Carolina. In fact, after 
having seen some parts of Europe 
and quite a bit of America, includ­ 
ing both the Rocky mountains and 
the Cumberlands and Alleghenies, 
I am ready to say with others, “see 
America first.” 
Mrs. T. D. McKeown met us at 
the Pennsylvania station with her 
car and took us to the Congress 
House hotel where they had pre­ 
viously made reservations for us. It 
is a very nice hotel indeed, situated 
near the capitol, and just across 
the sereet 
from the house office 
building. 
Mrs. 
McKeown took us to Mf. 
Vernon 
Tuesday 
where 
we 
spent 
most of the day. In the afternoon 
we came by Alexandria, Va., and 
visited 
the 
Masonic 
lodge 
where 
W ashington used to preside. They 
have many wonderful relics of the 
F ath e r of our Country. We went to 
the church where he used to wor­ 


ship and I even dared to sit in 
the very seat where this great man 
sat. 
In the late part of the afternoon 
we came back thru Arlington, the 
home of Gen. R. E. Lee, saw the 
memorial which is in course of con­ 
struction. It is to be used for me­ 
morial exercises for our heroic dead. 
It is gorgeously beautiful. 
As you know, Arlington is now 
a great national 
cemetery - where 
sleep thousands of the heroes, both 
the Blue and the Gray, and the 
men who gave their last full meas­ 
ure of devotion in the war with 
Spain. 
We spent Tuesday evening in the 
congressional library. I cannot begin 
to tell you the thousands of inter­ 
esting things we saw there. 
We hear a great deal about the 
marvelous architecture of 
Europe. 
I have seen what London has to 
offer, what Paris has to offer and 
what other parts of Europe have to 
offer. It may be because I am so 
thoroughly prejudiced for “ my own, 
my native land,” but after seeing 
the city where abides the heart of 
Amerfca, I am free to say I think 
ours superior to any of it. 
The 
great buildings of Europe have so 
many and awful crimes connected 
with them that it obscures the glory 
and grandeur of them. No such aw­ 
ful crimes hover about our great 
buildings, but on the contrary, one 
only thinks of their glorious his­ 
tory; we think of how the masses 
have been made to suffer in Eu­ 
rope thru 
the centuries and that 
I most of the plans for crushing the 
I common people, and much of the 
' active crime, was committed in and 
around their public buildings, while 
all the glorious history in connec­ 
tion with the capitol of our repub­ 
lic is for the freedom and uplift 
of mankind. 
( ..T h e convention opened on Wed­ 
nesday, May 12th at l l o’clock. I 
will not go into details about the 
! convention, but will say that the 
Baptist $75,000,000 Campaign Com­ 
mission reported more than $92,- 


000,000 pledged to date and about 
$12,000,000 
already 
paid 
in 
and 
this within five months after the 
pledges were taken. 
There are more than 8,000 mes­ 
sengers at the convention besides 
several thousand visitors who are 
Baptist but 
not 
accredited 
mes­ 
sengers. It is estimated that there 
are between ten and twelve thous­ 
and Baptists here in attendance. It 
is by far the greatest convention 
held in the history of the denomina­ 
tion. The next meeting will be held 
at Chattanooga, Tennessee, May l l , 
1921. I was a member of the com­ 
mittee to 
select time, 
place 
and 
preacher for the next meeting. 
Mr. and Mrs. Herndon came with 
us and we have had a very fine 
time together. I must tell you the 
dirty trick Tige played on me. As 
we were coming into the city we 
saw W ashington's monument in the 
distance. I remarked to Tige that 
he and I would go out there and 
climb the stairway leading to the 
top of the monument and the first 
one of us to have to sit down to 
rest on the way up, would buy the 
dinner for the crowd. He agreed 
and we said no more about it. 
The next morning when I got up 
Tige was gone. When I came to 
find out the truth he had gotten up 
at five o'clock in the morning and 
had been out to the monument two 
or three hours practicing on climb­ 
ing the stairway. 
We have not had much opportun­ 
ity for the past three or four days 
to sight-see, but will stay here a 
day or so after the convention for 
that purpose. We may be fortunate 
enough to go through the W hite 
House through the 
influence 
of 
Judge McKeown. 
We will hear Dr. Geo. W. Truett 
preach tomorrow (Sunday) and will 
leave here monday night or Tues­ 
day 
morning for New 
York and 
spend two or three days. We will 
arrive 
home 
about 
Saturday 
the 
22nd. 
Will make a detailed report of 


the convention at the night service, 
May 23rd.
